Palmers Shipbuilding and, Iron 
Co.,Ltd. the destroyer ‘Boreas, 
built to the order of His Majesty's 
Government. | The christening; 
ceremony was performed by Mrs. 

A. B; Gowan, wife of:the manag- 
ing director of the builders. .
